FIRST   "INDIAN  STATE" 
PLANNED 

The  Indian's  answer  to  Girls  and  Boys  State 
is  being  planned  for  June  10   through  16  in 
Billings  at  Eastern  Montana  College. 

It's  called  the  Montana  Indian  Youth  Prac- 
ticum  and  is  funded  with  $30,000  from  fed- 
eral Johnson-O' Malley  monies .      It  is   the 
first  program  of  its  kind  in  the  nation 
and  will  include  Indians  across   the  country. 

"The  Indian  receives  little  training  in 
his  own  tribal  politics  and  government," 
says  Stan  Juneau  an  EMC  student,   "And  his 
knowledge  of  the  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs 
is  very  slim.      For  that  reason,   the  Indian 
student  faces  struggles  with  a   complex 
government  that  he  doesn't  understand  once 
he  gets  out  of  high  school."       Over  200 
Indians  -  half  men  and  half  women  are  ex- 
pected to  participate.

Articles  are  submitted  to  the  Montana  His- 
torian Program  at  the  University  of  Mon- 
tana, Missoula  where  they  are  checked  and 
some  selected  for  publication.      The  State 
Historical  Society  in  Helena  selects  pic- 
tures for  the  articles  and  puts  the  mag- 
azine layout   together.      It  is  printed  at   . 
the   U  of  M.
